WASHINGTON, D.C.-- George Washington University spring graduates 
were referred to the Scriptures for guidance and wisdom by two speakers 
at the university f s annual commencement exercises held on Sunday, May 
4, 1974. 

Representative Millicent Fenwick of the 5th District of New 
Jersey gave the principal address at the commencement exercises of the 
GWU School of Public and International Affairs. At the conclusion of 
her remarks, which emphasized the need for knowledge, understanding, 
service, and morality to meet contemporary challenges, she quoted a 
verse from Micah and said that she felt that the words expressed the 
absolutely essential nature of morality today. The verse, Micah, 
Chapter 6, verse 8, reads: "He hath showed thee, 0 man, what is good: 
and what doth the Lord require of thee, but to do justly, and to love 
mercy, and to walk humbly with thy God?" 

Dean Calvin D. Linton of the GWU Columbian College of Arts and 
Sciences, in his charge to the graduates of that school, spoke of the 
difference between wisdom and knowledge and recommended to his young 
listeners that a good place to start to find wisdom is in the book 
of Proverbs. "One need only learn information, one must practice 
wisdom," he said.

WASHINGTON, D.C.--Anthropo1ogist Margaret Mead, psychiatrist 
Harold Searles, and environmental psychologist Florence Ladd will 
be among the participants in a national symposium-fair, "Children, 
Nature, and the Urban Environment," to be held Monday, May 19^ through 
Friday, May 23, in the Marvin Center (21st'and H Streets N.W<) on the 
campus of the George Washington University. 

The symposium-fair is sponsored by the Forest Service of the 
United States Department of Agriculture, in cooperation with the 
department of human kinetics and leisure studies at GWU, and the 
department of environmental resources. The State University of New 
Jersey, Cook College. 

The symposium-fair will feature a series of workshops, lectures,

WASHINGTON, D.C. -- Serigraphs (silkscreen prints) by Zeki 
Findikoglu will be on display in the Dimock Gallery of The George 
Washington University Wednesday, June 4, through Monday, June 30. 

The group of prints takes as its subject matter Anatolian folktales 
and fables and the artist's memorites of his native Turkey. Every 
work, handcrafted by the artist, is limited to 15 prints or fewer. 
Often combining traditional stencil methods, the artist has produced 
multi-colored silkscreen images depicting the simple pleasures and 
spirit of life in Turkey. 

Zeki Findikoglu was born in Korkuteli, Turkey, in 1946. After 
receiving a master's degree in painting from the Fine Arts Academy 

in Istanbul, he earned a second master's degree in design from George 
Washington in February of this year. In 1974 Findikoglu received 
the Kreeger Award for Graphics for his print "Sheperd," which was 
accepted in the 19th Annual Area Exhibit at the Corcoran Gallery of 
Art, and had a one-person exhibition of prints at the Middle East 
Institute in Washington, D.C. He painted the entrance mural to the 
American Artist Collection at the Corcoran Gallery.

Elected were: Melvin R. Laird, 
former Secretary of Defense, now senior counselor. Reader's Digest ; 
Edwin Karl Hoffman, president of Woodward and Lothrop; and Glen A. 
Wilkinson, attorney, partner in the firm of Wi1kinson, Cragun & 
Barker. 

Laird and Hoffman will be charter trustees and Wilkinson will 
be an alumni trustee. 

Laird, a graduate of Carleton College, served as a member of 
the V/iscons in State Senate from 19^6 to 1952, and as a member of 
the United States House of Representatives from the Seventh District 
of Wisconsin from 1953 to 1969- In the House he was a member of the 
agricultural, defense, and labor committees, and the Health Education 
and Welfare subcommittee. He was chairman of the House Republican 
Conference from 1965 to 1969. He served as Secretary of Defense 
from 1969 to 1972 and in 1973, was Counselor to the President for 
Domestic Affairs. On three separate occasions he was a United States

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delegate to the World Health Organization in Geneva. The many 
awards he has received include the 15th annual Albert Lasker 
Medical Award (1966); the Man of the Year Award from the American 
Cancer Society-National Association of Mental Health (I960); the 
distinguished service award of the American Political Science 
Association (1967); and the Minute Man Award of the Reserve 
Officers Association (1970).

Hoffman, a native of Chicago, is a Northwestern University 
graduate. Prior to coming to Washington in I960, he was presi¬ 
dent of the John Wanamaker department store In Philadelphia. 

He is a director of the American Security and Trust Company, the 
Chesapeake and Potomac Telephone Company, and Friendship Savings 
and Loan. He served as president of the Metropolitan Washington 
Board of Trade in 197**. 

Glen Wilkinson is an alumnus of the George Washington University 
National Law Center (Juris Doctor, 1938) and of Brigham Young Uni¬ 
versity (Bachelor of Arts, 193**).

Dr. Chalmers replaces Dr. Lewis Thomas, president of the 
Sloan Kettering Foundation, Memorial Hospital for Cancer and Allied 
Diseases, who is unable to be present because of illness. 

In his address, entitled "The New Doctors 1 Dilemma," Dr. 

Chalmers will examine the problem of the mal-distribution of 
physicians in terms of specialty and geography. "The new physician 
either will have to volunteer to help solve this crisis or face a 
doctor draft and increasing regimentation," Dr. Chalmers says. 

Dr. Chalmers is president of the Mt. Sinai Medical Center (NYC) 
and dean of the Mt. Sinai School of Medicine, a post he has held 
since 1973. He is a former associate director of clinical care for 
the National Institutes of Health and director of the Clinical Center 
of NIH in Bethesda, Md. Dr. Chalmers was recently appointed by the 
Secretary of Health, Education, and Welfare to chair a national 
review panel on new drug regulation.
